Much talk was in the air of armaments and of military 
duty: This rapidly growing army of women came to 
look upon themselves as soldiers enlisted in a Holy War. 
Here for the first time wero women banded together (as 
men had so often beon before), ready to make any sacri-. 
fico that might free them from an evil yoke. Not in the 
futuro. Now! To these new soldiers it seemed that 
woman's belauded patiencé had been woman’s undoing. 


Patienco was a comfortable vice—vilo when practised at 


others’ cost. You may not approve these women, but they 
have made Woman Suffrage a living issue. 

Question 9. Why, if so-called militant tactics are good 
tactics, were they not employed before! 

It may be argued that they are good precisely becauso 
they are employed only after other means have~failed. 
They say (I do not know upon how good authority) that a 


young Suffragette, being interrupted in the middle of her 


speech at a mass meeting by the question: “If theso 
methods are advancing the cause, why were they. not 
tried earlier?” answered, briskly, “ Because I was at 
school.” There is more than audacity in that retort, 
This is pre-eminently a young woman’s crusado. I 
have not met but one older woman in the movement who 
does not get her strongest conviction of its not-too-distant 
triumph out of the fact that the cause has won the young 


to its support. We have at last enlisted those without 


whom none of the battles.in the ancient or the modern 
world would have been fought. Who, after all, make 
up the armies? The young. Who won Marathon! The 


youth of Greece. Agincourt, Waterloo, Gettysburg? The
